New Launching

ALAMOGORDO, NM. IAP) — 
iIn F100 jet fighter failed to at­ 
tain flying speed Friday as it was 
blasted from its vertical launch­

The failure marked the debut

“Drama involves the audience 
in an action which is som ething a 
serm on cannot do. What better 
way is there to put across the 
Christian m essage than in a sim ­ 
ple play w ritten in the dram atic 
style peculiar to local culture?” 
For this reason, plays produced 
by the Barn are foreign in origin 
and m any of the actors are fra ter­ 
nal w orkers or students from such 
places as Holland.

Tips To Make Driveways 
Safer, Saving On Cost Of 
Feeding Poultry Offered
